'Boot strap’ effort saves city from bankruptcy

A “boot strap” effort on the part of 
residents, employes and administrative 
officials has kept Romulus from going 
bankrupt and saved the city $1 8 million 

According to audit figures reported 
jointly this week by Treasurer Beverly 
McAnally and Finance Director Patsy 
Cantrell. Romulus faced a budget de- 
ficit of $785,000 as of June 30, 1979 In 
additon to that, the city was encum- 
bered by deficit in other funds of nearly 


a half-million dollars from previous 
years. 

“Not very many people realized it at 
the time, but the city was on the verge of 
receivership,” Mrs McAnally said 

She said the two-fold reason of poor 
record keeping and failure of the compu- 
ter to function had placed the city in 
such a precarious financial predica- 
ment without officials realizing the 
severity of the problem. 

‘ In ^arly 1980. when we were able to 
get the figures together, we realized 


what a large financial problem we had,” 
she said 

“We embarked on a new program that 
basically did three things: restrict 
spending, stop paying bills for three 
months and find ways to generate new 
revenues. 

“The success of our efforts is due to 
everyone in Romulus sharing the bur- 
den and being willing to sacrifice.” 

Mrs. McAnally, who was elected 
Treasurer in November 1979. said that 
poor record keeping and failure of the 


computer left city officials without 
necessary financial information 

“In this day of high technology, I was 
able to set down with pencil, paper and 
adding machine and get vital figures 
together ” 

She gave Mayor William M Oakley 
credit for much of the success of the 
“boot strap” effort. 

“Mayor Oakley saw the severity of the 
problem and addressed it head-on in late 
1979 and early 1980 We had many, many 
meetings of elected officials and depart- 


ment heads We talked to employes and 
to our creditors. 

“Recouping the money was a joint 
effort on the part of everyone and every- 
one deserves credit for the turnaround ” 

Mrs McAnally said that some ven- 
dors complained when they had to wait 
three months to be paid but added that 95 
percent cooperated. “Also, city em- 
ployes were very helpful and made sug- 
gestions that saved money in a lot of 
ways. Our employes kept working with- 
out a contract and without a pay in- 


crease. In fact, they have now gone 13 
months without an increase of any 
kind " 

Mrs McAnally called it a “boot strap 
effort” on the part of everybody that 
turned the city from a $785,000 decifit as 
of June 30. 1979 to a $1,010,115 positive 
balance as of June 30, 1980. That’s 
nearly a $18 million turnaround in just 
one year,” said Mrs McAnally, sound- 
ing surprised at the large amount of 
money involved

The Wayne County Charter Commis- 
sion spent six months of wrangling and 
compromising to come up with the 34- 
page document that has received the 
approval of the Attorney General and 
Governor and which will be before vo- 
ters on Nov. 3, and according to charter 
commission president George Ward, it 
offers a “dramatic improvement” over 
current county government, even 
though it is by no means perfect.” 

The charter sets up an executive 
brand ana legislative branch, with a 
county executive officer (CEO) over- 
seeing, or managing, the day-to-day op- 
erations of county government. The 


CEO would heat up the executive branch 
of the government and would be vested 
with such powers as drawing up the 
county budget and appointing depart- 
ment heads for all departments not 
headed up by elected officers, and ex- 
ercising control over the Wayne County 
Road Commission. 

“What the charter commission cre-

Police network 
is in jeopardy

Are the reports of the “death’’ of the 
Western Metropolitan Emergency Com- 
munications Network — as Mark Twain 
once described those of his own — great- 
ly exaggerated 9 

Contrary to some published reports, 
Canton has not yet pulled out of the 
police network it shares with the City of 
Belleville and the townships of Van 
Buren and Sumpter. 

But Canton definitely wants out — and 
has asked permission of the state to 
withdraw. 

Canton Police Chief Jerry Cox says 
that his community has outgrown its 
need for WMECN, which has foundered 
sunce its beginning in 1977. 

“We’ve been five years putting the 
WMECN together and it siimply hasn’t 
worked,’’ Cox said. “Our basic problem 
was that when WMECN started Canton 
was a part-time police department. Now 
that we’re a larger fulltime police de- 
partment, we’ve outgrown our justifica- 
tion for participation. 

“Originally all four communities had 
limited law enforcement capabilities. 
Our need for that coordination is not as 
significant today as it was five years 
ago.’’ 

Cox said the report that Canton had 
dropped out of the 4-community police 
network “was not true’’— but admitted 
that Canton will withdraw as soon as 
feasible. 

Elected officials from the remaining 
three communities— Belleville, Sump- 
ter and VAn Buren said they would con- 
tinue to cooperate to provide law* en- 
forcement for their residents if Canton 
pulls out . Mayor Justin Emerson of Bel- 
leville, Supervisor Pat Cullin of VAn 
Buren and Supervisor Jim Reeves of 
Sumpter recently met and confirmed 
their intention to continue working 
together. 

No elected officials want to publicly 
criticize other community leaders for 
the failure of the consortium to become 
a success. But all have cited “a lack of 
cooperation’’ among participating com- 
munities. 

For instance, Canton has been criti- 
cized by some who say that community 
wanted to keep Central Dispatching at 
its police station rather than have it go to 
Belleville, which originally got the fre- 
quency. Canton, on the other hand, 
claims there was a lack of cooperation 
when it tried to train dispatchers at its 
facilities. 

And outspoken Canton Supervisor 
James Poole feels that his community 
has been, in effect, subsidizing the 4- 
community police network the past four 
years. 

“Canton underwrote the system to the 


tune of $135,000 the past five years — and 
we just got our money.’’ Poole said. 
“Van Buren and Sumpter owed us 
money for years and just paid us back 
recently.” 

“We were paying the bills and the 
state asked up if we’d like to get out of 
the police network.” 

Emerson, Reeves and Cullin stress 
that they have no intention to disagree 
publicly in the newspapers. However, 
they say that Canton has failed to live up 
to certain portions of the agreement and 
they also contend that Canton wrote and 
asked the state for permission to with- 
draw— not the other way around. 

Mike Gorman, finance director of 
Canton, explained that Canton original- 
ly funded the $108,000 to purchase the 
dispatch equipment and its installation. 
It was subsequently repaid the money 
through a state and federal grant. 

It took WMECN three years to finally 
start training dispatchers. Canton 
police station was the site of Central Dis- 
patch for the four participating com- 
munities and trained dispatchers from 
Sept. 1980 until March 1981. WMECN’s 
Board of Control— the Police Chiefs of 
the participating communities— voted 
last March to move Central Dispatch 
back to Belleville. 

Some say that moving Central Dis- 
patch from Canton to Belleville was the 
main reason Canton wants to withdraw 
from the police network Canton offi- 
cials say that is nonsense. 

“What difference does it make where 
the dispatcher s voice is coming from ?” 
inquired Canton Supervisor Poole. 
“What difference does it make where he 
sits?” 

Poole said the date of Canton’s with- 
drawal from the police network depends 
on whether it has to pay back any of the 
grant money to the state. 

“The state has not been very helpful . ' ' 
Poole said. “They’ve used double stan- 
dards— making allowances in some inst- 
ances and being rigidly strick in other 
cases. For instance, they told us at first 
we could not pull out, but they said 
Huron Township could. Now they say we 
can pull out.” 

Belleville, Van Buren apd Sumpter 
officials say they will continue to oper- 
ate the police network regardless what 
Canton does. 

Sumpter Board of Trustees last week 
voted unanimously to increase their 
annual financial support of WMECN 
from $28,000 to $32,000. 

Mayor Emerson of Belleville also 
feels Canton should pull out if that’s 
what it wants 

Canton, I feel, wants out,” he said. 
“They haven’t paid any money toward 
this year’s budget Our purpose is to pro- 
vide Central Dispatching. ••

She said that her determined efforts in 
collecting delinquent personal property 
taxes, some dating back to 1970, resulted 
in taking in more than $200,000 She also 
collected a large amount of back county 
taxes.

However, how strong the CEO will be 
will be determined by which charter vo- 
ters favor the most. Theoretically, vo- 
ters have six options in voting on Nov. 3. 
They can vote yes fonboth, vote yes on 
the elected plan and no on the appointed 
plan or vice versa , or vote for the elected 
plan and abstain on the appointed plan 
or vice versa. 

It will be up to that CEO, whether 
appointed by the Board of Commission- 
ers or elected by county voters, who will 
keep the county on an even keel, inter- 
grating all officers, including the 
elected officers — sheriff, drain com- 
missioner, registrar of deeds, clerk and 
treasurer — into formulating a budget 

It will also be the CEO that will exer- 
cise controls over the Wayne County 
Road Commission. Currently, members 
of the WCRC are appointed by the Board 
of Commissioners and “enjoy a lot of 
independences , ’ ’ since the board can ex- 
ercise little, if any, control over it. 

However, under the proposed char-* 
ters, the CEO would have “the direct 
tools to implement the policies of the 
WCRC” and have the power to appoint 
WCRC members. The powerful WCRC 
is responsible for all county roads, Wil- 
low Run and Detroit Metropolitan air- 
ports and the sprawling Edward Hines 
Park and several other county parks, 
but according to Ward , the only thing the 
charter and law requires is that the 
roads stay under the WCRC’s jurisdic- 
tion. 

The board, by the way of the CEO, 
eould be required to up its cl.jim to 
operating the park and airports. ' 

“The role of the charter is to empow- 
er, to enable officials to act,” Wa**d ex- 
plained. “This charter gives the CEO to 
the powers of management and to act 
accordingly.” 

“The board will administer at the 
good graces of the CEO, but public 
pressure on the CEO could bring the 
WCRC in line. The tools are there.

The “boot strap” effort resulted in the 
residents receiving reduced services. 
Romulus City Council recognized the 
huge deficit and allocated $900,000 less 
for city services, which meant that resi- 
dents had their roads plowed less often 
in the winter and received less chloride 
on the roads in the summer. 

Employes used less lights at city hall 
in an effort to save on the electric bill 
“This went on more than a year,” she 


said “At the end of the year, as a result 
of all those efforts, our ledger showed a 
positive balance of slightly more than 
one million dollars.” 

The annual budget for the City of 
Romulus is $6,148,271 The “turnar- 
ound” of $1,795,227 is nearly 33 percent 
of that amount 

Mrs. McAnally said that a lot of “little 
things’ added up to big savings. “For 
instance, we made a big push to have 
people come in and get their dog licenses 
instead of sending employes door-to- 
door as in the past Residents responded 
and we more than tripled the number 
who purchased dog licenses, plus we 


didn t have to knock on doors ’ 

With many cities, institutions and 
agencies teetering on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy today, the “Romulus tunaround” 
— going from $800,000 in debt to a cut in 
expenses of $1 .8 million — is truly a Cin- 
derella story. 

“I believe that it’s the story of a com- 
munity that was determined not to get 
down A story of dedicated people who 
once again showed the ingenuity that 
proves we can do something if we set our 
hearts on it,” Mrs. McAnally said. S* 
And the best thing of all is the fact Qiat 
all of the people of Romulus took patf3n 
the Cinderella story.” 


Secretary named to hold 
Van Buren budget strings 


The broadening gap between 
Township Supervisor Patricia Cullin 
and the Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees reached unprecendented prop- 
orations last week as the Board voted to 
give a confidential secretary budgetary 
powers 

But Mrs. Cullin, who viewed the 5-2 
decision “as a duplication of work that 
the township citizens will have to pay 
for” told the Board that she will continue 
to do the work as set forth by state law, 
and to continue her role to handle 
budgetary responsibilities of this 
township.” 

With trustees Darwin Kureth, Chester 
Wojie. Fred Domen, Tom WElty and 
clerk Doreen Craven voting in favor of a 
motion to name secretary Cheryl FAin 
to handle the township budget. Sup. Cul- 
lin mustered help from the remaining 
board member, Tim Toohey. 

Welty introduced the motion and re- 
ceived support from Domen “to add a 
financial officer to watch our budget— a 
person who would act more like a watch- 
dog-take inventory of each depart- 
ment.” And he went on to nominate Ms. 
FAin with an adjustment in her annual 
salary of $16,447 of $600 per year for the 
additional work.” 

Cullin immediately informed the 
Board that she had asked the township 
attorney and the auditor for their inter- 
pretation of Public Act 621 of 1978 and 
“that act clearly defines. . . “that the 
chief administration shall have final re- 
sponsibility for budget preparation and 
presentation of that budget to the leg- 
islative body and control of the expendi- 
tures under the budget and the general 
appropriations act.” 


Cullin read the act to her colleagues 
and Welty asked. “What’s this have to 
do with a financial officer” and Cullin 
responded “that the act clearly defines 
what the supervisor of the township s 
responsibilities are. ” 

Mrs. Craven informed the Board that 
she originally sent the memo to the su- 
pervisor requiesting, that we do at 
Board level appoint a finance officer 
shortly after we adopted all of our 
budget— the auditor suggested and I’m 
quite Sure he did use the word finance 
officer, and that’s what I had in mind— a 
person who would monitor all of the led- 
ger cards because we did adopt such 
tight budgets.” 

Kureth offered one of the reasons why 
he would support the motion was that 
“because of a township this size, the su- 
pervisor has considerable amount of 
duties and she should delegate the work 
to someone else. I find the person recom- 
mended by Welty is capable for the job.” 

Domen entered the debate by saying 
he would withdraw his second, “if I 
thought a department that V ve been in— 
which has been recreation, police— you 
name it, I’ve been in it — if 1 could go in 
ancj get a honest answer where by 

V 


budget is. 

“I will say that I doe believe in the act 
(P A. 621), and 1 do believe that the su- 
pervisor is responsible for the budget,” 
Domen continued. “I also think that we 
have been at meetings here with the fire, 
police department would come up and 
nobody knows exactly how much has 
been spent and how much is left, and 
that’s why I supported the motion.” 

To this criticism, Cullin replied “We 
do get reports (on budget) regularly 
from the clerk’s department where the 
budgets and accounts are.” 

Mrs Craven said that “this budgetary 
report gives you information after rhe 
fact and it’s a month old Our problem is 
that we have to know the information 
prior to the expenditure .” 

Toohey reiterated that he felt the work 
would be a duplication at a cost to the 
taxpayers. 

“I feel once again that what we re 
doing here is duplicating work. ” Toohey 
stressed. * The vote really isn’t goingf to 
mean anything because the supervisor 
has obligations and responsibilities set 
forth in law, so we’re duplicating and 
spending money which we so sorely 
need for other things.” r

Charter would fill ‘void at the top’ 


(Continued from Page 1) 

According to Ward, the proposed 
charters set up a definite separation of 
powers between the executive and leg- 
islative branches, but * the separation is 
more complete with an elected execu- 
tive than if the CEO were appointed by 
the board * ’ The appointment of the CEO 
provides for “a link-up” between the 
two branches. 

Possibly the most noticeable change 
by charter is the size of the Board of 
Commissioners. Once in place, the char- 
ter will reduce the current 27-member 


board to 15 members The size is a com- 
promise betw een those charter commis- 
sioners who favored the current size and 
those supporting a 10-member proposal 

Among the most hotly contested 
issues among commission members. 
Ward stressed that the size of the board 
will not mean that one segment of the 
county will have more representation 
than the other. 

“There won t be less white members, 
or less black members and other minor- 
ities. just less members,” he said The 
charter affirms the one person-one vote 


principle and representation the prop- 
ortional within the subcommunities of 
the county should remain the same as 
currently.” 

The commissioners would pass on the 
budget and contracts, pass ordinances 
at the county level, have legislative 
oversight over all areas of county gov- 
ernment and serve their constituents 

Problems the current county govern- 
ment has encountered with contracts 
made by the Sheriffs Department also 
have been addressed in the document, 
with language which would require 


board approval of all contracts and for- 
mal appropriation of funds Language 
also has been included for serviceable 
levels of funding,” language used in 
“budget-busting lawsuits” that have 
forced a financial trouble county to pro- 
vide more money than it has 
“We’ve tried to have an integrated 
home rule government that doesn t have 
to turn to the courts for funding, ” Ward 
said “No program is mandated unless 
the funds are in the budget By sw itching 
from a general law county to home rule 
the county government will have a bet 


ter legal basis that will bind all depart- 
ments to the budget “ 

The CEO also will have extensive fis- 
cal controls, but how well the CEO func- 
tions will be determined by “his 
courage ” 

That’s tenuous, but always is true of 
a democracy.” Ward added “Govern- 
ment is uneven You have four years of 
good government, then four years of not 
so good government 

Voters w ill have to be sure they hire 
a damned good CEO ” 

Since the charter commission cannot 


use its funds to in an advocacy position, 
it will channeling its efforts into educat 
ing voters Information forums will 
highlight portions of the charter and 
actual charters will be available 
through the commission s offices in the 
Veterans Memorial Building The char- 
ter language also will be published in 
one of the daily papers and possibly one 
or two other newspapers to inform vo- 
ters

charter commission members have 
their homework cut out for them — 
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‘Hit the imports’

Wilderness offers families 
exciting summer adventures 



Michigan’s nature areas offer both 
wilderness adventure in northern 
forests and family fun amidst acres of 
native and exotic flowers and plants an 
easy drive from most state cities, 
according to the Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

Vehicles are not allowed in the Sand 
Lakes Wuiet Area, eight miles west of 
Kalkaska. Some 15 miles of pathways 
beckon hikers past more than a dozen 
small lakes buffered from civilization 
by hardwood and pine forests Camping 
is available along the trail or at one 
organized facility. 

Two nature areas pay tribute to Michi- 
gan’s once plentiful tracts of white pine. 

Hartwick Pines State Park near 
Grayling is a 9.000-acre wilderness pre- 
serve containing the largest stand vir- 
gin white pine in Lower Michigan . It also 
offers camping, an interpretive center 


and nature trails, inclduing one for the 
blind. 

At the tip of the Keweenaw Penninsula 
in Upper Michigan, the Estivant Pines 
near Copper Harbor holds 200 acres of 
virgin timber crossed by hiking trails 
and containing Michigan’s tallest white 
pine. 

The Seney National Wildlife Refuge is 
in the eastern UP P this 96,000-acre 
wilderness tract offers a self-guided 
auto tour with close-up views of Canda 
geese, mink, ducks, deer and bald 
eagles. 

Southern Lower Michigan’s many 
garden and nature centers offer views of 
native flowers and animals as well as 
many tropical plant collections. 

In the Irish Hills, Hidden Lake ardens 
near Tipton has a plant conservatory for 
tropical and desert varieties as well as 
five miles of trails over 620 acres It is 


managed by Michigan State University. 

Augusta is home of the famous Kel- 
logg Bird Sancturary. also managed by 
MSU. It features waterfowl display 
ponds and shelters along beautiful Gull 
Lake The grounds were the former 
estate of cereal king W K. Kellogg. 

Near Ann Arbor, the University of 
Michigan's Matthaei Botanical Gardens 
has more than 700 plants and trees na- 
tive to the state as well as some species 
from Africa and South America. 

Begun in 1899 by the founder of Dow 
Chemical Co.. Midland’s Dow Gardens 
contains more than 200 varieties of 
plants. Saginaw’s Green Point Nature 
Center is directly across the Tittaba- 
wassee River from the Shiawassee 
National Wildlife Refuge and has 2 I > 
miles of nature trails. 

Michigan’s cities also have set aside 
areas for nature lovers.

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Could cut traffic death toll by 50% 


Auto Club urges mandatory safety belt use law 


The Automobile Club of Michigan this 
week proposed an all-out effort to make 
safety belt use mandatory in Michigan 
as a measure which could help reduce 
the state s traffic death toll by at least 50 
percent 

Auto Club President Jack Avignone 
said the 1 3-million-member organiza- 
tion would direct an education program 
at the Legislature. Auto Club members 
and the motoring public in support of a 
mandatory safety belt use law 

“If a mandatory belt law had been in 
effect in Michigan, the lives of 423 of the 
846 persons killed during the 1970-80 
summer holidays could have been 
saved. ” Avignone said 

“Findings from our most recent traf- 
fic safety study show that drivers and 
passengers who buckle up could survive 
a traffic crash with minimal, or no in- 
juries.” he added 

The study — “Portrait of Michigan’s 
15-Year Effort to Bring ’Em Back 
Alive!’ on Three Major Summer Holi- 
days” — was unveiled at a special meet- 
ing of Auto Club s “Bring ’Em Back 
Alive!” Committee at Fairlane Manor 
in Dearborn 

A mandatory safety belt use law is 
part of the study ’s five-point program to 
significatnly reduce traffic deaths in 
Michigan The other recommendations 
include: 

• Extending State Police “Operation 


CARE -type traffic enforcement prog- 
rams from freeways to two-lane roads 

• A cracksown qn drinking drivers by 
police, prosecutors and judges 

• Legislation to revoke the licenses of 
persons who drive on suspended 
licenses 

• Legislation requiring motorcyclists 
to drive with headlights on to make them 
more visible as well as retaining the pre- 
sent motorcycle helmet law 

Auto Club is concerned that federal 
studies now show only about 10 percent 
of drivers in the United States wear safe- 
ty belts even though their effectiveness 
in reducing deaths and the severity of 
accidents has been well documented by 
research,” Avignone said 

Auto Club Holiday News Service re- 
cords show that of the 71 persons killed 
in vehicles during the six major summer 
holidays in 1979-80. 68 ( 96 percent) were 
not wearing their safety belts. 

Avignone also cited a recent Amer- 
ican Seat Belt Council survey which 
showed substantial savings in heatlh 
and other accident-related costs in 
many of the 21 countries with safety belt 
use laws. 

“In Sweden, where belt use rose from 
8 to 85 percent in cities and from 33 to 90 
percent on highways, fatalities and se- 
rious injuries dropped by 47 percent for 
drivers and by 67 percent for passen- 
gers.” he said. “Ontario also reported 


significant reductions in serious injuries 
after a mandatory belt law' was 
enacted ’ 

Avignone praised the effectiveness of 
Operation CARE (Combined Accident 
Reduction Effort) and urged that state, 
county and local police expand the prog- 
ram to county roads, w here 45 percent of 
Michigan’s 1970-79 summer holiday fat- 
al accidents occurred 

“Additional highway traffic patrols 
now' appear in jeopardy dbecause of the 
recent cutbacks in federal funding for 
Operation CARE, but they are urgently 
needed.” he said 

In examining both drinking and high 
point drivers. Auto Club’s study found 
both to be major causes of fatal traffic 
accidents 

“We strongly encourage prosecutors 
and judges to work together in convict- 
ing drunk drivers of the original arrest 
charge, especially if it is a second or 
third drinking and driving offense.” 
Avignone said 

The study also urged the Legislature 
to pass a law that would revoke the 
license of a suspended driver who con- 
tinues to drive without a license and sug- 
gested more severe penalties for habi- 
tual traffic offenders 

The problem of motorists not nemg 
able to see motorcyclists, resulting in 
serious injury or fatal accidents, can be 
eased by requiring bikers to drive with 
headlights on.

Historic homes open doors 


Doors of five historic homes will be 
open for touring by the public Sunday, 
August 30, as part of Ypsilanti’s 1981 
Yesteryear Heritage Festival. The tour 
is sponsored by the Ypsilanti Heritage 
Foundation. 

Begun in 1869 and completed five 
years later, the stuccoed frame house at 
510 PearkStreet is now owned by Jack 
Harris. Frofessor of English at Eastern 
Michigan University. From 1885 until 
1939, this was the home of Miss Ada Nor- 
ton, faculty member at The Normal Col- 
lege. The home has a typically Victorian 
porch, and a front hall with a fireplace 
and charming corner staircase. 

The first floor bath still has a pedestal 
tub, and the old-fashioned kitchen has 
an exposed maple floor. From 1939 until 
1974. the house belonged to Henry Mor- 
ley, owner of the Huron Press, who put 
the stamp of his English heritage on the 
garden. 

The first brick home built in Ypsilanti, 
a Greek Revival structure, was con- 
structed for Judge Jacob Larzelere in 
1830. Now owned by Dr. William Fennel, . 
it is not known if the structure was origi- 
nally built as a double house, or was 
built in two stages. Both apartments in 
the home feature black walnut stair- 
cases. Other interesting features of the 
home at 202 South Huron Street are the 
woodwork, original hardware and 


“Christian ’ doors, so named because of 
the cross created by the panels Bricks 
for the entire structure may have been 
imported from France since there were 
no local brickyards at the time. 

Barry and Diane LaRue purchased 
the home at 504 North Hamilton in 1977 
after it had suffered years of neglect and 
abuse of its historic character. They in- 
herited a backyard filled with beer cans , , 
a broken swing set and a tree growing 
through rusting headsprings The home , 
built about 1889 in the then popular func- 
tional style, is closest to Queen Anne if a 
speciific identification were needed. 
The LaRues have refurbished the con- 
toured “bullseye” pine woodwork and 
floors, located five-panel doors, wall pa- 
pered and scrounged strange and 
wounderful items from curbs on trash 
days for their home. All landscaping 
has been added since the LaRues’ te- 
nure on Hamilton Street. 

The 1856 Italianate style home at 415 
North Huron Street has long been known 
as the Lewis House. The home was 
bought in July , 1905, by Harriet Adelaide 
Lewis and until recently belonged to her 
daughter, Evangeline Lewis. 

The elegant structure is characterized 
by a gently sloping roof, deep overhang- 
ing eaves supported by ornate brackets, 
and tall double-hung windows, each with 
single panes of glass. 


Therope-likedetailingaroundthedoor 
and over the windows is an unusual 
variation from the more usual style of 
ornamentation, which can be seen in the 
house next door at 411 North Huron 
Street. The interior rooms preserve 
many original features, such as ornate 
plaster cornice moldings, varnished 
walnut woodwork, and carved marble 
fireplace mantle. 

Outside is an Italianate style tack 
house of board and batten construction 
and a hitching post at the front curb. 
Both house and grounds are now owned 
and maintained by the Ypsilanti Histor- 
ical Society. 

Carolyn and Gary McKeever present- 
ly live in part of what was once one of the 
grandest hotels between Detroit and 
Chicago. The Follett House, built in 1859, 
had its grand opening on July 4 of that 
year. When the commerce of Ypsilanti 
shifted from Depot Town to Michigan 
Avenue, the hotel declined and became 


five storefronts and many apartments. 

The McKeevers bought the fourth 
storefront in 1975, and began restoration 
and rehabilitation in the spring of 1981 
The first floor will be commercially 
rented, the McKeevers live on the 
second floor, and the third and fourth 
floors are studios for Carolyn and other 
artists. Inside the apartment is an ex- 
posed brick wall and original floors. The 
tall window's in the third and fourth 
floors open into Follett Hall, the hotel 
ballroom. Many traveling musical and 
theatrical companies entertained Ypsi- 
lantians in those elegant surroundings. 

Tickets for the tour are $3 for adults, 
$2 for senior citizens and $1.50 for chil- 
dren 13 and under. They are available at 
the Ypsilanti Chamber of Commerce, 1 1 
N. Adams St., (313) 482-4920, or during 
the Heritage festival at booths on the 
Cross Street bridge and in front of the 
Ypsilanti Historical Museum, North 
Huron Street

Air controllers’ strike 
is a fatal mistake 

The first nationwide strike by air traffic controllers has set a 
dangerous precedent. 

No amount of bargaining rhetoric can change the fact that the 
public safety must be considered first and foremost in any dispute 
involving public service employees . The safety of thousands of air 
travellers far outweighs any management-union hassling over 
wages, working conditions, benefits, etc. 

Is the risk of even one life worth the price of a negotiating power 
struggle? Hardly. 

Yet, the antics of the air traffic controllers has jeopardized the 
public safety. Should any disaster occur, these employees and 
their leaders could have the lives of innocent citizens on their 
consciences instead of an advantageous settlement. And then how 
could the picketers justify their walkout? 

Public employees, such as police, fire and air controllers, have 
bargaining rights. They have the same rights as every American 
to seek fair wages and benefits on their job. Such occupations, 
however, do not have the right to leave work when that stoppage 
creates life threatening situations. 

Public safety workers, air traffic controllers included, are well 
aware of their responsibilities when they assume these positions. 
Their bargaining differences must be solved through negotia- 
tions, mediation and arbitration— not through walkouts. That’s 
the law and nobody must consider themselves above the law. 

Management and union must solve this dilemma at the bargain- 
ing table with around-the-clock talks if necessary. The strike 
must cease immediately. 

Public safety is the real issue in this case. Not money, nor civil 
penalties, nor threats of job termination. 

It’s time to remember that fact. 

Love Canal revisited ? 

Love Canal may not be fresh in everyone’s mind, but those of 
us who remember, remember the sordid tale it unfolded. Che- 
micals dumped into land and water inevitably find their way into 
human bodies. 

It is a lesson that modern man is learning, and is reacting 
quickly to correct. 

Therefore, it was indeed incredible to learn that under our 
very nose, a Canton Township landfill owner was planning to 
expand his operation and possibly bring in hazardous wastes. 

Canton officials quickly reacted, and so did many of the sur- 
rounding and affected communities. They want to make sure, 
without any doubt, that what is dumped in the land operated by 
the Michigan Waste Systems Inc. will not in any way harm the 
human body or environment. 

In the past it would have been difficult to prove just what 
damage these dumps caused, but thanks to modern technology 
and with the resources the governmental agencies have, it 
shouldn’t be too difficult to analyze the composition of the waste. 

We urge community leaders to move very cautiously in per- 
mitting or approving any application. We don’t believe that peo- 
ple should over-react, however. 

But Canton should not become the dumping ground that can 
poison the environment and humans.

I take exception to the disgruntled persons' letters 
published in the July 22nd and 29th edition of The 
Associated Newspapers. This letter, in my opinion, 
reflects a false image of the men and women of the 
Romulus Police Department 
Further, and of more concern, the letter may 
cause some citizens of Romulus to form a wrong 
impression of the city’s Police Department 
These letters state that it took 1 hour and 55 mi- 
nutes for a Romulus Police Car to respond to a lar- 
ceny. The officer “displayed a careless attitude.” 
other remarks, and concluded he felt he was talking 
with a “Cowboy from the Wild West.” 

Further, more unkind remarks about not being 
professional and experienced 
1 feel the letters were unfair inasmuch to my know- 
ledge no one in the Romulus Police Department has 
been contacted regarding these matters. 

The Mayor, members of the City Council, and De- 
partment Supervisors are trying very hard to make 
the Department a professional and efficient opera- 
tion 

We have received many compliments from the 
citizens of Romulus . as well as people that do not live 
in the city. 

These compliments span a wide range from 
appearance and courtesy to prompt and efficient 
service 1 welcome constructive criticism and will 
discuss any inadequacies that may result in carrying 
out our enforcement duties. 


The Romulus Police Department started full-time 
with eleven (11) patrol officers, which averaged one 
(1) car per shift 

If it did actually take 1 hour and 55 minutes to 
respond to a call . were the cars ( if more than one was 
available) tied up on a serious crime or a bad acci- 
dent? How many runs were called in prior to this 
one? 

Rather than being criticized in the newspaper. I 
would like to have the opportunity to look into these 
incidents and try to determine if the criticism is 
warranted 

The members of the Romulus Police Department 
are very interested in the city, desire to be members 
of an efficient Police organization, and want to pro- 
vide the citizens of Romulus with the best Police 
services available. 

They are all certified officers who were members 
of many Police organizations which include the 
Wayne County Sheriff. Detroit Police and State 
Police. Due to the nature of the occupation . and expo- 
sure to many situations, we have made mistakes 

We will probably make more mistakes and be criti- 
cized again, however. I want the citizens of Romulus 
to know we are trying to form a Police Department 
they can be proud of and if we do not resolve a matter 
correctly I would be happy to discuss it rather than 
reading about it in the newspaper

“Taxes. Taxes... they have become 
ridiculous. We can’t live because the 
taxes are so high.” 

If the above sounds like an Amer- 
ican sounding off, well that particu- 
lar quote belongs to a Ford of Ger- 
many employee, Siegfried Konietzko 
who is visiting the United States and 
his brother, Lothar. 


“Taxes are getting... astounding,” 
the slim, 59-year-old Bremen native 
continues. “Life had been good in 
Germany, but it has been going dow- 
nhill for some time. We have been 
feeling the pinch for the past two 
years.” 

Konietzko said one of the problems 
with the German economic system is 
that there is a greater amount of in- 
flux of foreign workers who have con- 
tracts to work, “leaving the Ger- 
mans without jobs. 

“And while this is going on, the oil 
countries have so much money that 
they are buying up our country,” 

It sounds familiar, doesn’t it. 


But the economic unrest isn’t set- 
ting the stage for a neo-Nazis takeov- 
er. says Konietzko. "The neo-Nazis 
are not taken seriously in our coun- 
try. We don’t tolerate them. Likewe 
don’t tolerate the terrorists. It’s too 
bad that all the countries can’t act 
and react to the terrorists like Ger- 
many has.” 

Konietzko will be visiting Wayne 
and the area for the next four weeks 
and plans to get in the sights of De- 
troit’s Renaissance Center, “which 
he has heard much about.” 

“I have not noticed much changes 
here since my last visit 10 years 
ago,” he pointed out, “but I feel 
America is on the right track with 
having Reagan as president. Ger- 
many respects Reagan — we were 
not too sure where we stood with 
Carter. 


“And, believe me, we Germans 
would like a person like Reagan to be 
the head of our government. We are, 
like you were during the Carter time, 
a nation not going anywhere. 

“Germans do not like that 
feeling.” 


The father of two grown children. 
Konietzko sees the “Third World” 
countries as the key to world peace - 
and war. 

“If these countries can’t find a way 
to solve their problems and continue 
their dependence upon the West and 
the Iron Curtain countries - the 
schism will become greater between 
democracies and dictorships. 

“And what Hitler almost accom- 
plished will become a reality.”.-; 

And what was that? 

“The end of the world as we know it 
today.”

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Look what’s happening to the county

What do the counties of Washakie, 
Uinta, Wyo.. Outagamie, Wis . Monon- 
galis, W. Va , Calhoun. Fla., and Brazor- 
ia , Texas have in common with the coun- 
ties of Haakon, S.D., Venango. Pa., 
Coos. Ore., Pattawatomie, Okla., 
Scioto, Ohio . Currituck , N C . . Ny e . Ne v . 
and Yalobusha. Miss 9 

They share one recent distinction with 
the counties of Yellow Medicine. Minn 
Charlevoix. Mich.. Waldo. Maine. Vigo. 
Ind.. and the parishes of Calcasieu. 
Lafourche and Caddo. La 

They are among 1,209 local govern- 
ments in 49 slates named in the first in- 
stallment of the U S Environmental 
Protection Agency's (E P A.) open 
dump inventory because they harbor 
leaking, disease-ridden, burning, flood- 
ing. gaseous, stinking or otherwise un- 
sanitary open dumps, aptly titled, for 
the purpose of this study, as prom- 
iscuous.” 

Recently published in the Federal 
Register, the annual inventory' is a re- 
quirement of the 1976 Resource Con- 
servation and Recovery Act It is con- 


ducted voluntarily by states, who are 
charged with regulating solid waste 
Federal grants to help states with this 
work were accepted by all but New Mex- 
ico, whose open dumps, therefore, have 
not been aired 

Martha Madison of E.P.A estimates 
about 6.000 of the nation s 360.000 solid 
waste disposal facilities have been sur- 
veyed About a sixth of those surveyed 
are creating serious environmental or 
health problems for their communities 
Violations include location in flood 
plains, surface or ground water con- 
tamination. interference with en- 
dangered species, problems with ap- 
plication to land, disease, air quality 
and safety 

Although specific regulations in the 
act are likely to change under the 
Reagan administration many of the 
worst dumps will still have to close or 
undergo expensive modification such as 
installation of systems to collect run off 
and wells to monitor seepage 
(leachate), clay caps, liners and daily 
covering 

In all. Americans produce about 154 
million tons of solid waste a year. 1 400 
pounds a person It is a burdensome, 


expensive problem getting rid of it 
According to the National Solid Waste 
Management Association, a trade 
group, it is an $8 to $10 billion industry 
About $6 billion is generated of received 
by private businesses Richard Hanne- 
man. of the association, believes it will 
cost billions more to dispose of all that 
waste properly 

Traditionally, local governments 
have not gone into the garbage collec- 
tion and disposal business willingly 
Hanneman says He estimates 73 per- 
cent of the tonnage is collected by pri- 
vate carriers, 27 percent by public agen- 
cies. 

But garbage collection is a very visi- 
ble service — a place where politicans 
can rise or fall The way a community 
handles it. therefore is a political deci- 
sion Until lately, efficiency and cost- 
effectiveness have not been prized 
Faced with reduced tax dollars and 
mounting gasoline prices, however, 
some communities have cleaned up dra- 
matically Rochester. N Y is in the pro- 
cess of making massive changes, 
buying new equipment, reducing fleet 
size and labor, and restructuring routes, 
In one year the city will slash its refuse 


collection budget by 28 percent, saving 
$2.4 million 

In contrast, with collection opera- 
tions, only a third of the landfills 
licensed before 1970 w ere privately own- 
ed. but 45 percent of those started after 
that time as commercial Hanneman 
said the trend is due to increasing costs 
of developing environmentally sound 
landfills “Todays landfills are a million 
dollar investment,” he said 

Yet solid waste disposal still isn't a 
“high priority” item on most govern- 
ment budgets, according to E P A s 
Madison “Even in Congress, air and 
water pollution projects tend to get 
funded before solid waste disposal,” she 
said 

Now r communities are forced to con 
front their own waste — and not just 
because of the federal watchdog 

Public officials in most urban areas 
are struggling with the fact that the 
most accessible open acreage is already 
used, while the demand for sites in- 
creases New York’s largest, at Fresh 
Kills on Staten Island, is reaching 
capacity, as are those here in Washing 
ton Atlantic. N J . whose population 
will double by 1990. plans to close or up- 


grade most of its existing landfill sites 
within six years at a cost of $8 8 million 
Finding new sites for landfills is a cri- 
tical problem In a 1977 study E.P.A. 
found a handfull of counties that had 
“successfully” chosen new locations. 
The county of San Bernadino was one 
such site Even there, the selection pro- 
cess was riddled with controversy 
Site selection and operation of re- 
source recovery plants or transfer sta- 
tions is no better Of 63 resource recov- 
ery or energy recovery facilities plan- 
ned or constructed in the United States, 
only 21 are in operation and 19 are under 
• shakedown” operation, or closed. 
There are 200 such facilities in Europe, 
and planners are still predicting a pro- 
fitable future for them here. While re- 
source recovery reduced the volume of 
solid waste, there is still residue to be 
buried, and local citizens must still 
agree on where to put it 
In rural areas space is not as much of 
a problem, but those cummunities with 
rapidly growing populations face con- 
flict when they try to improve service by 
closing old poorly maintained dumps, 
for these spots are often well- 
established social gathering places One

New England radio station supposedly 
plays “Going to the Dump” music on 
Saturday mornings For communities 
that have this concept of “their dump,” 
changing past disposal practices can be 
difficult 

One of the most successful methods 
used to improve rural garbage disposal 
is the use of small containers that are 
emptied into a collection vehicle Since 
it w ? as experimented with in Chilton 
County. Ala., the plan has been widely 
copied and is now accepted by .over 150 
communities in 14 states. 

Another success features urban and 
rural cooperation. Philadelphia, and 
Somerset County. Pa., for instance, are 
reclaiming Somerset's stripmined land 
with sludge from the city’s plant. 

So what is happening to the county 
dump? It is changing, and must con- 
tinue to change, in response to disposal 
needs and realities, and to our increas- 
ing national understanding of fhe prob- 
lems “promiscuous” solid waste man- 
agement can cause. The result will be 
better landfills, recycling and resource 
recovery, composting, and cost- 
efficient collection systems, for garbage 
isn't just garbage — anymore.

Wastf, Systems Inc. (the owners) 
have Judies saying that the new 
dump will be safe, 
r As a\frayne citizen who lives within 
a 1 Mi mile radius of the proposed 
landfill I don’t understand why our 
city Officials were not as well armed 
as the owners. 

I hope by the time this letter 
appears in print that our City Council 
has fitlhlly voted to fund a geological 
study . L 

This hopefully would provide our 
side the much needed facts to support 
our case against the landfill expan- 
sion. : 

Not only as a concerned citizen but 
as an employee of a chemical com- 
. pany I am aware of the possible dan- 
ger connected with hazardous and 
toxic, waste disposal 

Thfc problem is not just for the resi- 

V 


dents of Louis Savage Garfield Park 
subdivision but the possible hazard to 
all of Wayne through run off into 
Rouge River’s water and the con- 
tamination of humans, wildlife and 
vegetation by the wind s spreading of 
toxins for miles in any direction. 

1 realize there are rules and proce- 
dures for the correct handling of the 
waste by-products of our industries 
but in the past we have all seen many 
cases where the rules have been dis- 
regarded or bent to meet the needs of 
a company or person 

The question is whether we need 
this landfill or not. We need landfills 
for the dumpting of materials as pap- 
er, wood and used building materials 
and trash. What we don’t need is 
another Love Canal in Wayne’s back- 
yard. 

I believe the D.N.R would be well 
advised to place toxic waste landfills 
in sparsely populated areas and not 
in densely populated Wayne County. 
I hope the citizens of Wayne and its 
neighbors will join in this protest 
against the expansion of Woodland 
Meadows.

Another view 
of seniors’ trip 

EDITOR — In your July 29th 
"Your Opinions" section, there 
appeared a letter from a George D. 
Kloster, with the heading “Senior 
Tour Disappointing”. Mr Kloster 
stated that 38 Senior Citizens 
boarded the bus from Westland. 
There happened to be 64 Senior 
Citizens from Westland and 2 from 
Livonia that boarded two buses from 
Westland. The bus that Mr. Kloster 
was on. left with 44 people aboard, 
including their group leader. Mr. 
Frank Mannarelli. The other bus 
went to Romulus, and then to Melvin- 
dale picking up Senior Citizens at 
those stops. 

The picture Mr. Kloster painted in 
his letter about the bus was over ex- t 
aggerated. Adventure Travel did 
have a representative, Mr. Sam Aiel- 
lo, aboard the second bus (he 
boarded at Melvindale). Our repre- 
sentative called me upon arrival at 
the Elgin House He checked the bus 
out with Mr. Frank Mannarelli, there 
was a cracked window, and a pad off 
an arm rest. There are 47 seats on 
this bus. The bus driver did stop and 
bought toilet paper Since this was 
Mr. Klosters first chartered bus trip, 
he is not aware that all bus company 
buses do not carry water in the sinks. 

A window on the bus did come ajar, 
but not the door, it was taped until 
they arrived at the Elgin House. 
Upon arrival. Sam Aiello telephoned 
me with the bus problems in detail I 
talked to Gary Sampson who called 
our bus broker. Dennis Anderson 
Gary told Dennis if that bus wasn’t 
fixed at once, that they better send 
another bus or he would contact any 
company and send one out The bus 
was repaired, including a hole found 
in a hose in the ventilating system 
After the bus was repaired , Sam Aiel- 
lo, Frank Mannarelli and another 
senior citizen from that bus, in- 
spected and took a drive to check out 
the bus I svas notified, that the re- 
pairs had been made. The bumpers 
were not falling off as Mr Kloster 
states in his letter 

Westland senior citizens have gone 
three times in two years to the Elgin 
House, Romulus and a group from 
Allen Park, two times in two years 

Since this was Mr Kloster s first 
bus trip with us. he doesn t know that 
we have always provided good trips 
with good buses It was our misfor- 
tune that the bus company sent us a 




bus that is not up to our standards 
l have bookings from groups for 
next year that have gone with us this 
year and last year. 

Mr Kloster had talked to Gary 
Sampson and myself, several weeks 
ago He demanded compenstation 
from Gary Sampson, and if he didn t 
receive it , he would put us out of busi- 
ness. 

Mr. Kloster said he was charged a 
high dollar ( 179 00) for the trip, but at 
the same time that he was at the 
Elgin House, another group from 
Dearborn was there, and paid $219 00 
for the same trip. 

I asked Mr Kloster if he had a bad 
time at the Elgin House and he said 
he had an enjoyable time. In fact, he 
said, he was thinking of taking his 
wife, son or daughter and grand chil- 
dren to the Elgin House this summer 
’ I told him it was expensive in July 
and August and he replied that he 
knew this and probably it would cost 
him $1,500.00. but said it was worth it. 
I ask you, does that sound like he was 
getting ripped off. 

He was told that we would look into 
this matter with the bus company 
and as soon as something could be 
worked out. he would be notified. 

Gary Sampson, Dennis Anderson 
(who is the bus broker), and myself 
met with the owner of Great Lakes 
Bus Company, Major Finch III re- 
garding the complaints Major Finch 
III said he was going to give Mr Man- 
narelli’s group a trip to Saunders Vil- 
lage in Ohio but has to work out a day 
when one of his buses is free. 

Because July and August are very 
busy times for bus companies, we 
had set a date— August 4th — but had 
to change the date to August 11th 
Letters have been sent out to the 
senior citizens involved. Our contact 
is with Frank Mannarelli. group 
leader, and not Mr. Kloster. who 
seems to want the lime light 
I am still doing trips with senior 
citizen groups. We will gladly furnish 
names of groups to call that are book- 
ing with us over a period of years.

‘I w'as so tired of apartment living,” 
she says What I like about this is that I 
can do what I want with it I don t have to 
worry about any managers coming in 
and telling me I ‘Can’t do this’ and Can ’t 
do that’.” 

Terry paid $11,000 for her 910-square- 
foot home, putting a $2,260 deposit down 
and paying 18 percent interest over 10 
years She has unusual loan - a simple 
interest loan that w ill apply more money 
to her equity early in the loan period 

Most mobile homes are financed on a 
retail installment contract, much like a 
car Interest rates on such loans are cur- 
rently close to those being charged for 
new f home mortgages, but, as mortgage 
rates rise, retail installment contracts 
may prove to be a more economical 
loan, since their interest rates are cap- 
ped by law. 

Having their first baby meant it was 
time for Jerry and Patricia Wollun to 
look for a conventional home. It took 
them only three and a half months to sell 
their mobile home, which they had 
bought, used, for $8,250 four and half 
years ago. They sold it for $14,200. 

“It was a starter home for us,” Jerry 
says. ”We had to invest in something 
instead of just paying rent.” 

“We loved it,” Patricia adds. “We 
were in an apartment for three years. 
But the mobile home w as our own place 
— we planted flowers and fixed it up. 

“I hate leaving it,” she says. 

It took 25 years of apartment living 
before Raymond and Eunice Dyer, who 
are in their 60’s, settled down and bought 
a mobile home. Raymond's job as an 
iron worker took him all over the coun- 
try in his early years but now he’s found 
his niche and he’s planning to stay. 

“1*11 never move again. “ Eunice 
vows. 

The Dyers paid $9,800 in cash for their 
910-foot home, located in an adult sec- 


tion of Chateau Huron. About 60 percent 
of the 699 units are for adults, while the 
other 40 percent accommodate families 
w ith children Most of the used homes 
being sold there were installed nine 
years ago. when the park was begun 
Newer homes are found in the section 
which was added on two years ago. 

Newer homes, which sold for $1 1 .000 to 
$14,500 new arc now r going for $17,000 to 


$21 ,000 Homes in the older section of the 
park, which brought $8,500 to $10,000 
new now' sell for $14,000 to $20,000 
“Sometimes I think mobile home liv- 
ing is the best kept secret in town,’’ says 
Bev Fischer “People don’t expect these 
places to be so big and luxurious But 
once they see them, they re convinced ” 
Fischer herself lives in a mobile 
home 


“When my husband first got transfer- 
red here, we looked at regular homes,” 
she says. “But even the nice ones we- 
ren t necessarily in nice neighborhoods. 
So we bought a double-wide right here in 
the park My husband said it was just 
temporary. Now he says he’ll never 
leave. 

“And I wouldn’t have it any other

wouldn’t even go to. 
Dilemmas, dilemmas. 

Choosing between 
wealth and romance is 
never an easy task. Soap 
operas can maintain the 
trauma for months on 
end , but the process of de- 
ciding between the girl 
and the gold has never 
been funnier than in this 
film. Rich or poor, in love 
or a devout celibate, 
Arthur will make you 
laugh. 

Writing and directing a 
film reminiscent of a 
1930’s screwball comedy, 
Steve Gordon, late of 
such TV shows as ‘Bar- 
ney Miller” and “Chico 
and the Man,” delivers a 
film that is something of 
a rarity in today’s film 
market. Imagine, here’s 
a comedy film that has no 
food fights, and doesn’t 
come from the single- 
shot repeater pen of Neil 
Simon or the eternally 
hapless but comedic la- 
mentations of Woody 
Allen. 

As Arthur, Dudley 


Moore brings much of the 
same character to this 
film he portrayed in 
“10. ” There, he was en- 
tering male menopause 
and wondering what to do 
with his life, and his prob- 
lem here is much the 
same, although he’s a bit 
younger and much tip- 
sier. 

Liza Minnelli plays the 
nobody waitress/aspiring 
actress who thinks a 
Rolls Royce is a special 
kind of buttered pastry. 

Much of the weight of 
the film falls on the 
diminutive shoulders of 
Dudley Moore, but he 
shows that he is Moore’ 
than up to the task. At 
times his lush is a bit too 
lushy, but he is always 
lovable. 


Running away with the 
film hands down, howev- 
er, is John Gielgud. As 
Moore’s butler, he is droll 
to a polished, sarcastic 
perfection— a master 
practitioner of how to de- 
liver any line, funny or 
serious— and he alone is 
worth the price of admis- 
sion.

John Carpenter is best 
known for his gory

Carpenter returns this 
summer with a comic 
strip, futuristic adven- 
ture yarn called * Escape 
From New York,” com- 
plete with a multi-million 
dollar budget and an all- 
star cast. 


During the last few 
years of the 20th century, 
New York City has been 
transformed into an is- 
land of horrors. The 


bridges are mined, the 
waterways are all but im- 
penetrable, and the Sta- 
tue of Liberty is serving 
as a police fortress. 

As luck would have it, 
the President of the Un- 
ited States (Donald Plea- 
sence) is hijacked in mid- 
flight and is forced to 
escape via a pod. which 
lands right in the middle 
of Manhattan's no-man’s 
land. Police chief Bob 
Hauk (Lee Van Cleef) 
must rescue the Presi- 
dent, but he is at a loss on 
how to approach the dar- 
ing operation— until he 
summons war hero 
turned hardened convict, 
Snake Plissken (Kurt 
Russell). 

Hauk offers Snake his 
freedom in return for the 
safe and swift return of 
the chief executive. The 
alternative is death, 
since Snake has been 
secretly injected with a 
serum that will make 
him explode in 24 hours. 

Plissken begrudgingly 
accepts but promises to 
pulverize Hauk if and 
when he gets the chance.

State museums 
are worth visiting

Michiganians canpeer into the future 
at the Space Center in Jackson or review 
the past by visiting any of the state’s 
other fine museums, according to the 
Automobile Club of Michigan 
Located on the Jackson Community 
College campus, the Michigan Space 
Center is housed in a gold geodesic dome 
with a $7-million, 83-foot-long Redstone 
rocket outside. 

Inside, an open, 83-foot orange and 
white parachute used to bring one of the 
Apollo spacecraft safely down to sea 
forms a ceiling for the Astro-Theatre, 
where daily space movies describe the 
U S. space program in detail. 

The Michigan Historical Museum in 
Lansing features a “Walk Through 
Time” exhibit which traces the state s 
historic and prehistoric periods to the 
geological era which created Michi- 
gan’s two peninsulas. The exhibit in- 
cludes artifacts, photographs, maps and 
audiovisual materials. 

Automobiles have played a major role 
in Michigan, and at least three 
museums in the state have excellent col- 
lections. 

The Alfred P. Sloan Museum in Flint 
is named for a former president of 
General Motors Corp. Its 30 famous 
vehicles of the past include a Flint Road 
Cart, 1886-1895; a 1900 Durant-Dort 
Buggy; a 1914 Marr; a 1917 Stanley 
Steamer, and C.S. Mott’s Corvair. 

The Gilmore Car Museum at Hickory 
Corners near Kalamazoo boasts a col- 
lection of more than 50 antique and clas- 
sic cars, including a Hupmobile. 
Duesenberg, Stutz and Pierce Arrow. 

World-renowned Henry Ford Museum 
at Dearborn has a series of “firsts” — 
America’s first automobile offered for 
public sale, an 1896 Duryea motor 
wagon; Henry Ford’s first vehicle, the 
18% quadricycle, and Ford’s first mass- 
produced car, the 1903 Model A. 

Michigan’s lumbering era is high- 
lighted at the Lumbering Museum in 
Hartwick Pines State Park at Grayling. 


The story of the White Pine Era ’ is told 
through exhibits which include scenes of 
a restored lumber camp 


Two restorations in the Upper Penin 
sula— Fort Wilkins at Copper Harbor 
and Fayette Townsite near Garden— re- 
call the days when copper and iron ore 
brought settlers from afar 

Fort Wilkins at the tip of the 
Keweenaw' Peninsula is the last original, 
wood fort east of the Mississippi River 
It was built in 1844 to pfotect copper min- 
ers from Indian attack Fayette on the 
Garden Peninsula is a century-old vil- 
lage of 19 historic structures where the 
famed Jackson Iron Company smelted 
Michigan iron ore from 1867 to 1891 

The history of Great Lakes shipping is 
told at Detroit’s Dossin Museum on Bel 
le Isle in the Detroit River and the 
Museum of Arts and History at Port 
Huron 

The Dossin Museum's observation 
deck and window-paneled w r all provide 
glimpses of giant freighters passing on 
the Detroit River. Below, a pilot house is 
equipped with a ship’s steering wheel 
and warning w'histle reconstructed from 
vessels that traveled the lakes in the 
early 1900s. 

The Port Huron museum has a special 
Marine Lore Gallery with ship models, 
prints and paintings, navigational 
equipment, model engines, bells and 
other nautical paraphernalia 

The Museum of the Great Lakes at 
Bay City and the Jesse Besser Museum 
at Alpena trace t man s history in the 
Great Lakes region. Holland. Dutch 
capital of the United States, is the site of 
the Netherlands Museum, which con- 
tains an extensive collection of memor- 
abilia from both the Old and New World 
Dutch heritage. 

Michigan also has many other 
museums w T orth visiting. Since some 
hours vary according to the season, visi 
tors should phone ahead to avoid dis- 
appointment

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‘Raw Power’— Iggy’s classic 



IGGY AND THE STOOGES 
"Raw Power” 

(CBS) 

Something a little different this week ; not a new re- 
lease , but the re-release of one of the greatest LPs of the 
70’s, ‘Raw Power" by Ann Arbor’s own Iggy Pop 

This album , along with the Stooges’ first two releases, 
have been long unavailable in this country. Strangely 
enough, they’ve stayed in print overseas, so many a 
young rocker has been forced to pay around ten dollars 
for an import copy, or twice that if he purchased an 
original U.S. copy at a record convention. Now, with 
absolutely no fanfare about it, Columbia Records has 
re-released it. The only trouble is, no one seems to know' 
about it! 

As a test. I called three area record stores and in- 
quired if they carried the domestic version of "Raw 
Power." "Oh no, it’s been unavailable for years . . 
was the reply from two of the stores (both from large 
chains ) . Of the three , only Dearborn Music had it — and 
at the discount price of $3.98 yet! 

Originally put out in 1973, "Raw Power" marked the 
beginning of Iggy Pop’s association with David Bowie, 
who mixed and co-produced the album with Iggy. Many 
think that Pop peaked with this LP, and songs like 
"Search and Destroy," "Shake Appeal,” and the title 
cut bear this out. 

James Williamson’s guitar work here is awe 
inspiring. So what if his playing wasn't technically "cor- 
rect"? The fact remains that of all the albums released 
in the 70 s, "Raw Power" was the one most likely to 
blow your speakers to kingdom come "Gimme Dan- 
ger" became a theme song of society, as well as of Ron 
Liebman in the movie "Up The Acadamy." I guess that 
means Iggy’s acceptable now, eh? 

"I'm a streetwalking cheater with a heart full of 
napalm 

I'm a runaway son of the nuclear A-bomb 

I'm the world s forgotten boy 

The one who searches, and destroys" 

On the mellower side, there’s the love song (EVERY 
album has to have a love song you know) titled "Your 
Pretty Face Is Going To Hell." Ah, there’s nothing like 
young love. . . . 

Following the original release of this album , Iggy Pop 
(nee James Osterberg) spent some time in an institu- 
tion, fighting drug addiction among other things (Like 
what, you ask? Well, like the tendency to drip melting 
wax on his body ; breaking bottles on stage, then doing a 
belly smacker smack in the middle of the broken glass. 


getting up— blood practically pouring off of him— and 
finishing the set before being rushed to the hospital You 
know, normal things.) 

Some say that the recent Iggy Pop albums and live 
shows are his greatest and that he’s never been better. 
His newLP, available on import only, is called "Party,” 
and it’s real good, and Iggy live is still like no other, but 
as for never being better. . He’s never been more 
stable, that I’ll grant you, but "Raw Power" is truly the

Seek out the comfort zone 


Now that the "dog days" of summer are here, fishing 
becomes work. That is, an angler has to work, and work 
hard, to catch fish. 

Bright, sunny days, scorching temperatures and an 
overabundance of water skiiers and pleasure boaters on 
our lakes during the summertime all cut down on a 
fisherman's chance of catching anything. 

But this doesn’t mean you should pack away your rods 
and reels until the salmon start spawning in the fall. 
However, you do have to know where to look for fish, 
when they ’ll be the most active and , once you ’ ve located 
them, what lures to offer. If an angler can put all this 
together, he’ll still catch fish. 

On the hot days of summer, bass will search out water 
in a lake that’s within their comfort zone. And more 
often than not. this water is in the "thermocline." 

A thermocline is a zone of water marked by a rapid 
drop in temperature. It develops in the spring and lasts 
until late autumn, or until a lake "turns over.” 

Every autumn, when the water temperature drops, 
warmer water falls to the bottom of the lake and the 
colder water rises to the surface. You can tell this is 
taking place when algae and other forms of plant life 
can be seen floating on the surface. When a lake turns 


over, parts of the bottom are actually pulled loose. 

Oxygen dissipates quickly below the thermocline so 
fish will be found no more than a foot or two inside it in 
the summer except, of course, when conditions permit 
them to migrate into the shallows . But for the most part , 
bass will be suspended around this temperature break 
regardless of the depth of the water. 

The best way to find a thermocline in a lake is with a 
temperature probe. Simply drop the sensor overboard 
and lower it slowly until the meter registers a drop in 
temperature. Note the depth and fish accordingly, espe- 
cially where the thermocline meets the bottom (see 
illustration). 

Deep-running crankbaits are excellent lures to fish a 
thermocline. Be sure you choose a crankbail that will 
run deep enough to penetrate the thermocline. 

If you find the thermocline begins at the 18-foot depth, 
select a lure that will dive to 20 feet. Retrieve it fast 
enough to allow it to reach its maximum depth. 

Sinking crankbaits. or "countdown’’ lures, are 
another good choice. Merely cast the lure and count it 
down, at the rate of about one foot per second, before 
beginning the retrieve. When it gets down to the 
approximate depth of the thermocline, start cranking.

Children seem to be getting dearer and dearer and by that the American 
Council of Life Insurance means more and more expensive NOT more lov- 
able: 

Every time we look around, the cost of bringing them up seems to climb. 
The direct out-of-pocket expense for a middle class family — making about 
$22,500 to $27,500 annually, after taxes — would be about $85,000! 

This would include direct maintenance costs of childrearing such as child 
birth, food, housing, clothing, medical care and education. 

Thomas J. Espenshade in his report for the Population Reference Bureau, 
found the total cost of seeing a child through his first 18 years, plus four years 
at a, public university, would be between $100,000 for a low-income family and 
$140,000 for a middle-class family in the United States, based on the 1980 
economy. (Now d’ya know where the money went?) 

“That includes estimates of what a mother might have made in the labor 
force if she weren’t home with a child,’’ he explains. 

An economist at the Urban Institute in Washington, D. C., Espenshade first 
calculated such costs in 1977. The original figure has now grown by 33 percent. 
As in 1977, housing is the leader in child-rearing expenses, followed by food 
andtxansportation. “Actually, the increase in raising a child since 1977,” he 
says, “has climbed at about the same rate as the Consumer Price Index.” 

Yes — our children certainly are DEAR! 

THAT “LITTLE” DRIP? Yes, a dripping hot water faucet v^hich fills a 
coffee cup in six minutes Wastes 5,475 gallons of water and costs $50.00 a year 
to heat. 

TROUBLE WITH YOUR DISHWASHER? The soap isn’t dispensing prop- 
erly - ? That was the case in the Smith household recently when we’d go to 
unload the supposedly “clean” batch of dishes only to find them still grimy. 
That was because the washing detergent hadn't dissolved and was a gooey 
mass in its little compartment. 

Phoning the repairman, believe it or not, solved my problem and cost me 
NOTHING ! I lucked out — got a fella who doled out some free advice (losing 
himself an easy “mark ” who’d have believed anything he ’d have told me on a 
service call.) How old is your dishwasher soap, he asked right off, and where 
do you store it? 

That was the solution - it’d lost its zing from sitting under a too humid sink 
area. A new box and a new storage location did the trick! 

IT’S CANTALOUPE SEASON (or do you call them muskmelons ? ) and here 
are some tips from marketing experts for choosing good, ripe melons. 

• Study them ! The skin color should be yellow-green to creamy yellow - not 
GREEN. 

• Shake them ! If they ’re really ripe, you can hear the seeds rattling inside 

• Smell them ! They should give off a fragrance. 


• Feel them! The “belly button” should be somewhat soft. If the melon is 
soft all over, however, it is probably overly ripe. 

Now for a little vanilla ice cream and crushed pineapple .... 

“BY AND LARGE” is one of those expressions we’ve heard countless times 
and, perhaps, have used ourselves in conversation. But - how many know the 
origin of the 3- word phrase? 

In its original meaning, “by and large” may be a trifle out of date but, as 
used today to mean “generally speaking” or “on the whole”, it still is a useful 
phrase. A politician might well say, “By and large, I approve of the presi- 
dent’s tax-cut.” In this case, he is indicating general approval but still allow- 
ing himself plenty of room to maneuver about specific details of the program . 

The phrase’s real meaning, however, had a very precise meaning in sailors’ 
language. In the great days of sailing ships, the man at the helm would be 
given one of two orders, “full and by” or “by and large.” The first command 
used with a skillfull helmsman, meant “Sail as close to the wind as you can.” 
The second, “by and large”, meant “Sail slightly off the wind.” 

This command was given to the inexperienced helmsman, since this would 
leave him in less danger of being “taken aback” in the same way the politician 
has allowed himself a little leeway to avoid being pinned down on specific 
issues. 

WITH STRING BEANS in such plentiful supply, you’re naturally seeking 
out new and interesting ways to prepare and serve them. Here’s one we have 
as a change of pace at our house but you have to be a sweet n’ sour fan to enjoy 
your green beans in this manner. 

SWEET-SOUR STRING BEANS 

2 strips bacon 
1 cup minced onion 

1 tablespoon flour 

% cup vegetable liquid 
¥4 cup vinegar 

2 tablespoons sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

¥4 teaspoon pepper. 

2 cups green or wax beans, cooked, reserving liquid 

Cook bacon until crisp; remove from pan and add onion. Cook un til yellow. 
Stir in flour to form a paste then add remaining ingredients which have been 
mixed together. Cook slowly until thickened. Add beans and serve with crisp 
bacon crumbled on top.

700 county workers 
get 30-day reprieve 


Nearly 700 Wayne County employees 
scheduled for layoff have been given a 
30-day reprieve by Circuit Court Judge 
Thomas Roumell, who ordered talks to 
continue between the County and Coun- 
cil 25 of the American Federation of 
State. County and Municipal Employees 
which represents about 3000 of about 
4400 County workers. 

~ Roumell ruled late July 26 in a ‘last- 
minute” decision to stop the layoffs 
which were planned for July 27 unless 
agreement was reached on some 
alternative for saving !5.2 million this 
year . with emphasis on deferment of fin- 
al-quarter cost-of-living allowance until 
February. 

His earlier decision, issued in a tem- 
porary restraining order, forbid the im- 
mediate layoffs, but permitted the 
County to defer COLA, with both sides 
claiming victory 

Roumell continued that restraining 
order in a full hearing on July 30. but 
ordered negotiations to continue with 
weekly reports made to him, and for the 
discussions to include possible Toll-in” 
of part of the COLA into base pay. 

County Labor Relations Director, 
James Bishop, said the County and 
AFSCME w f ere 25 cents apart on 


agreeing to a COLA roll-in Most County 
workers receive $2 07 per hour in COLA, 
given in quarterly payments throughout 
the year. 

AFSCME wants more of the COLA rol- 
led-in as an incentive for agreeing to the 
proposed deferment which would entitle 
them to five, rather than four, COLA 
payments in the next fiscal year. County 
officials want to defer the COLA to help 
ease a projected $20 million deficit this 
year, then hopefully eliminate the entire 
deficit by the end of the next fiscal year 

‘Hopefully, the matter will be settled 
in 30 days,’ Roumell said of the impas- 
se. He also said that he hoped Board 
Chairman Samuel A. Turner and mem- 
bers of the County Labor Relations 
Board would attend the meetings w f hen 
he is given weekly progress reports 

In another court matter with impact 
on the budget . the State Court of Appeals 
last week declined to rule on the Coun- 
ty’s request for an injunction to hald un- 
authorized expenditures by Sheriff Wil- 
liam Lucas. Despite several court cases 
since February relating to the issue. 
Lucas continues to spend money mainti- 
naing his Patrol and Investigation unit 
which the Board of Commissioners has

Landfill talks labeled illegal

More than 150 area residents packed 
Canton Township Hall Monday night to 
protest the expansion of Woodland 
Meadow's Sanitation Landfill on Hannan 
Road which is the boundary line of the 
two communities 

A long parade of irate citizens went lo 
the microphone to express their con 
cerns and objections to a panel of offi- 
cials from Wayne County Health De- 
partment and Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR). who hosted the pub- 
lic hearing 

John McKinney, city attorney for 
Wayne, challenged the legality of the 
public hearing, saying state and county 
officials had not given proper notifica- 
tion of the meeting 

McKinney, one of the first to speak 
said, Mr Chairman, I do not have a 
prepared statement and one of the 
reasons I w r anted to speak to you tonight 


is to. in effect, challenge the legality of 
this hearing 

“The reason, at least in my opinion, is 
that the proper publication of the hear- 
ing was not given 

I advised my client (the City of 
Wayne) that it wasn’t necessary for 
them to go to the expense of hiring a 
consultant because 1 didn’t think these 
proceedings were going to go as sche- 
duled this evening, so that is part of the 
reason we do not have a prepared state- 
ment.” 

McKinney asked the chairman of the 
meeting to extend him more than the 
usual 30 days to evaluate the situation 
and make a determination whether il 
was necessary for the City of Wayne to 
hire a professional consultant 

1 have some misgivings. Mr Chair- 
man, about these proceedings tonight 
The manner of the format when mem- 
bers of the Department of Natural Re- 
sources talked to us initiallv bv way of 


soothing the fears of those of us who 
have those fears about what happens to 
the landfill That wedon’t havecontami 
nants flowing into and polluting the sur- 
rounding area.” 

McKinney stressed the vital import- 
ance of the close proximity to the landfill 
of Wayne residents w ho live on Hannan 
Road directl v across from the site 
What we’d like to do is have some 
time for careful analysis of the facts to 
separate fact from opinion, the Wavne 
city attorney pointed out about the high- 
ly emotional issue 

In asking for additional time to re- 
spond. McKinney expressed misgivings 
about the past history of state and coun 
ty agencies 

I would point out to the Chairman 
however, that the record of the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources is not the 
greatest in this particular area,” 
McKinney said The audience burst 
into applause after his statement 


You promised quarterly tests of the 
landfill but w r e all know, those of us in- 
volved in government, know what 
budgetary squeezes can do * The thing I 
w r ant to emphasize, and I hope it isn’t 
true, is that the appearance of this meet- 
ing is one in which we are confronted 
with prepared statements by members 
of your department Mr Chairman , and 
prepared statements by the applicant. 

Because of a lack of proper notifica- 
tion by the department no one else is 
really able to present the facts to you,” 
McKinney pointed out 
He said that 30 days seemed like a long 
time to prepare statements but he said 
that the serious nature of the issue de- 
manded more time for study and asked 
the indulgence of the moderator to give 
more time for response.

PURPOSE: 

Due to the numerous concerns expressed by citizens of the City of Romulus 
regarding the progress of the de-contamination of the Trouton Drain, the City 
Council requested that the representatives of the Department of Natural 
Resources and the Attorney General appear at a public hearing to discuss 
same. 

DISCUSSION 

Mr. Schwartz explained that the following progress had been made with 
regards to Chemical Recovery Systems, Inc. (Defendant) and their com- 
pliance with consent judgement issued . . . 

1. Excavation and Removal of Ponds (i.e. East and Vinyl Ponds) 

East Pond — completed August 30, 1980 with backfiled 60 days there- 
after 

Vinyl Pond (to have completed June 1 , 1981 ) has yet to meet its deadline. 
Mr. Schwartz explained that this was partially due to the enactment of 
new legislation which requires that hazardous waste materials, based 
on a percentage of chemical concentration, be disposed of at special 
sites Most of these sites are not located in this state, therefore, the costs 
of transporting these materials to another state would be astronomical. 
Presently, they are testing the pond for its chemical concentration: 
specifically, its verbien content. (If its verbien content is found to be 
50% or greater, it will have to be transported to a distant state for 
disposal ) 

2. Restoration of Proper Grade of Property 

This is to be accomplished after the scheduled removal of the Vinyl 
Pond. Presently . there is large amounts of soil on the property awaiting 
restoration. 

3. Trouton Drain Restoration 

Chemical Recovery had agreed to pay the Department of Natural 
Resources ten thousand ($10,000) dollars for the cleaning of the drain 
from Van Born Road to Joan Road. The work has been completed and 
the Department of Natural Resources has received payment Mr. 
Schwartz also, mentioned that the new gravel has been laid, and that 
the portion of the drain site above has been inspected and its waters 
found to be clear. Although, decaying leaves were observed in the 
waters, new forms of life that previously did not exist were also 
observed. The main problem of the drain below Joan Road is that it is 
not physically well constructed. Also, there exists an overgrown jungle 
area which causes the water to back up. It was their consensus ( i e. . the 
DNR) that the drain below' Joan Road should be cleaned; this would 
improve the flow of water. 

4. Intercept Evaluation and Correction 

Chemical Recovery did retain professional consultants to evaluate the 
ground-water intercept tile system located on their property. As a re- 
sult, an intercept system was installed and is working properly. 

5. Slurry Trench 

The defendant did install a slurry trench. It has been observed by the 
DNR and appears to be functioning well. 

6 Drum Storage 

The defendant has reduced the number of drum storage well below the 
6,000 number stipulated in the consent judgement. 

7. Secondary Containment 

The defendant has completed the majority of the requirements of 
secondary containment for all storage areas. 

8. Maintenance Agreement and Restrictive Covenant 

The defendant is maintaining the ground water intercept and slurry 
trench. 

Mr. Schwartz felt that the condition of the Trouton Drain was improving 
However, he stressed the importance of correcting the problem of water 
back-up below Joan Road ; and explained that odors experienced by residents 
of the area were mainly a result of septic smells not chemical odor 
Mr. Zugger informed concerned citizens that any extremely bothersome 
odors should be reported to the Department of Natural Resources; they in 
turn would report back to them its nature. Also, some of the odors experienced 
might be a result of the attempt to clean the Vinyl Pond 

Mr Schwartz informed council that the Department would continue to 
report all progress.

Veterans Administration 
Chief Robert P. Nimmo. announced 
today.

AN ORDINANCE TO DEFINE CERTAIN CRIMINAL ACTS AND TO PRO- 
VIDE THEREFORE IN ORDER TO PRESERVE THE PEACE, HEALTH, 
AND PUBLIC WELFARE OF THE CITY OF ROMULUS AND THE 
CITIZENS THEREOF 

Section 1001-100 Short Title: “Criminal Code”. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1001-200 DEFINITIONS. The following definitions apply in the Ordi- 
nance: 

A. “Controlled Substance” means a drug, substance or immediate precur- 
sor as set forth in Schedules 1 to 5 of Article 7 of the “Public Health Code of 
1978”, being Act No. 368 of the Public Acts of 1978 as amended. 

B. To “Obstruct” means to render difficult of passage with reasonable 
inconvenience or hazard. 

C. “Public Place” means a place to which the public or a substantial group 
of persons has access and includes, but is not limited to highways, transporta- 
tion facilities, school, places of amusement, parks, playgrounds and hall- 
ways, lobbies and other portions of apartment houses not constituting rooms 
or apartments designed for actual residence. 

D. “Property” means any money, personal property, real property, thing 
in action, evidence of debt or contract, or article of value of any kind. 

E. “Peace Officer” includes any public servant vested by law with a duty to 
maintain public order or to make arrests for crime, whether that duty extends 
to all crimes or is limited to specific crimes. 

F “Premises” includes any structure or motor vehicle and any real prop- 
erty. 

G. “Government” includes any principal subdivision or agency of the Un- 
ited States. State of Michigan, City of Romulus, or any agency of local govern- 
ment operating within the City of Romulus. 

H. “Governmental Function” includes any activity which a public agency 
or public servant is legally authorized to undertake. 

I. “Sexual Conduct” means an act of sexual gratification between persons 
not married, involving the sexual or intimate parts of the human anatomy. 

Section 1001-300 DISORDERLY CONDUCT. A person commits the offense 
of disorderly conduct if he: 

A. Engages in fighting, or in violent, tumultious or threatening behavior ;or 

B. Makes unreasonable noise which tends to cause a public danger, alarm, 
disorder, or nuisance: or 

C Uses threatening, abusive or obscene language or makes a gesture, 
which by their very use inflict injury or tend to incite a breach of the peace ; or 

D. Without lawful authority, disturbs any lawful assembly or meeting of 
persons; or 

E. Obstructs vehicular or pedestrian traffic; or 

F. Consumes any alcoholic beverage upon a public highway, or in any 
public place not licensed by the Michigan Liquor Control Commission; or 

G. Urinates in a public place, except public toilets; or 

H. A window peeper; or 

I. A person who is intoxicated in a public place and who is either endanger- 
ing directly the safety of another person or of property or is acting in a manner 
that causes a public disturbance ; or 

J Participates with two (2) or more other persons in a course of disorderly 
conduct likely to cause substantial harm or serious inconvenience , annoyance 
or alarm, and intentionally refuses or fails to disperse when ordered to do so 
by a peace officer or other public servant engaged in executing or enforcing 
the law. 

Section 1001-400 LOITERING. A person commits the offense of loitering if 
he: 

A. Loiters, remains or wanders about a public place for the purpose of 
begging; or 

B. Loiters or remains in a place for the purpose of gambling or being 
entertained by gambling, at a time when illegal gambling is taking place, or 
being planned ; or 

C. Loiters or remains in or about a school building or grounds, not having 
any reason or relationship involving custody of or responsibility for a pupil, or 
any other specific, legitimate reason for being there, and not having written 
permission from a school administrator; or 

D. Loiters or remains in any place for the purpose of unlawfully using or 
possessing a controlled substance or where the use of controlled substance is 
practiced, encouraged, or allowed; or 

E. Knowingly loiters or remains in any place for the purpose of engaging in 
an act of prostitution or patronizing a prostitute. 

Section 1001-500 UNLAWFUL POSSESSION OF CONTROLLED SUBST- 
ANCE PARAPHERNALIA . A person commits the offense of unlawful posses- 
sion of controlled substance paraphernalia if he has or possesses a 
hypodermic needle, syringe, spoon, pipe, or any other instrument, implement 
or device adapted for the use or administration of any controlled substance, 
by subcutaneous injection, intracutaneous injection or any other manner or ' 
method of introducing such controlled substance into the body, and which is 
possessed for that purpose, unless such possession is authorized by the certifi- 
cate of a licensed medical doctor or osteopathic physician issued within the 
period of one (1) year, provided that the prohibition contained in this section 
shall not apply to manufacturers, wholesalers, jobbers, licensed medical 
technicians, technologists, nurses, hospitals, research teaching institutions, 
clinical laboratories, medical doctors, osteopathic physicians, dentists, chir- 
opodists, veterinarians, pharmicists, and embalmers in the normal legal 
course of their respective business or profession, nor to persons suffering 
from diabetes, asthma, or any other medical condition requiring self- 
injection. 

Section 1001-600 UNLAWFUL POSSESSION OR USE OF MARIJUANA. A 
person commits the offense of unlawful possession of marijuana if he know- 
lingly or intentionally possesses marijuana except as authorized by the provi- 
sions of Act No. 368, Michigan public Acts of 1978 (Public Health Code of 1978) . 

Section 1001-601 A person commits the offense of unlawful use of marijuana 
if he used marijuana except as authorized by the provisions of Act. No. 368. 


Michigan Public Acts of 1978 (Public Health Code of 1978). 

Section 1001-700 TRESPASS. A person commits the offense of trespass if he 
enters or remains in or upon premises when he is not licensed, invited or 
otherwise privileged to do so. A person who enters or remains in or upon 
premises which are at the time open to the public does so with license and 
privilege unless he defies a lawful order not to enter or remain, personally 
communicated to him by the owner of the premises or some other authorized 
person. A license or privilege to enter or remain in a building which is only 
partly open to the public is not a license or privilege to enter or remain in that 
part of the building which is not open to the public. A person who enters or 
remains upon unimproved and apparently unused land, which is neither 
fenced nor otherwise enclosed in a manner designed to exclude intruders, 
does so with license and privilege unless notice against trespass is personally 
communicated to him by the owner of the land, or some other authorized 
person, or unless notice is given by posting in a conspicuous manner. 

Section 1001-800 OBSTRUCTING GOVERNMENT OPERATIONS: 
SCHOOL DISTURBANCES. It shall be unlawful for any person to: 

A. Intentionally obstruct, impair, or hinder the performance of a gov- 
ernmental function, or the use of government property by using or threaten- 
ing to use violence, force, physical interference or obstacle. 

B. To damage, destroy or deface any public, private or parochial school 
building or any building owned, occupied, or otherwise used by any public, 
private or parochial school or the grounds, fences, trees or other appurte- 
nances or fixtures belonging thereto. 

C. To willfully or maliciously make or assist in making any npise, distru- 
bance or improper diversion by which the peace, quietude or good order of 
any class, gathering, or other function in any public, private or parochial 
school or on the grounds belonging thereto is disturbed. 

D. To indulge in indecent , lewd or immoral conduct in any building or in any 
property owned, occupied or otherwise used by a public, private or parochial 
school 

E. To enter or remain in any building or on any grounds owned, occupied, 
or otherwise used by any public, private or parochial school for any purpose 
other than a purpose related to school buisness unless authorized in writing by 
a duly empowered official or such public, private or parochial school, or 
unless he or she is a student or employee thereof or a parent or guardian of any 
student enrolled therein. 

Section 1001-900 HARASSMENT. A person commits the offense of harass- 
ment if, with intent to harass, annoy or alarm another person, he: 

A. Shoves, kicks, or otherwise touches a person or subjects him to physical 
contact; or 

B. Follows a person in or about a public place or places; or 

C Engages in a course of conduct or repeatedly commits acts that alarm or 
seriously annoy another person and that serve no legitimate purpose 
Section 1001-1000 ASSAULT AND BATTERY. No person shall commit an 
assault or an assault and battery upon the person of another. 

Section 1001-1100 MALICIOUS USE OF SERVICE PROVIDED BY COM- 
MUNIC ATIONS COMMON CARRIER. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
maliciously use any service provided by a communications common carrier 
with intent to terrorize, frighten, intimidate, threaten, harass, molest or 
annoy any other person, or to disturb the peace and quiet of any other person 
by any of the following : 

A. Threatening physical harm or damage to any person or property in the 
course of a telephone conversation. 

B. Falsely and deliberately reporting that any person has been injured, has 
suddenly taken ill, has suffered death, or has been the victim of a crime, or of 
an accident. 

C Using any vulgar , indecent , obscene or offensive language or suggesting 
any lewd or lascivious act in the course of a telephone conversation. 

Section 1001-1200 MALICIOUS DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY A person 
commits the offense of malicious destruction of property if. having no right to 
do so or any reasonable ground to believe that he has such right, he inten- 
tionally damages public property or private property belonging to another 
person. 

Section 1001-1201 It shall be unlawful to destroy, damage or remove any 
tree, shrub, wild flower or other vegetation or to destroy, deface or remove 
any publicly owned property in any public park or recreation area. 

Section 1001-1300 TAMPERING. A person commits the offense of tamper- 
ing if, having no right to do so and no reasonable ground to believe that he has 
such right, he tampers or meddles with public property or private property 
belonging to another person even though no damage results. 

Section 1001-1400 LARCENY. A person commits the offense of theft of 
property if he takes, steals or appropriates to his own use public property 
belonging to another person. 

Section 1001-1401 It shall further be unlawful for any person to buy, receive, 
or aid in the concealment of any stolen, embezzled or converted property of 
another person, knowing the same to have been stolen, embezzled or con- 
verted. 

Section 1001-1500 INDECENT EXPOSURE. A person commits the offense 
of indecent exposure if he makes an open and indecent exposure of his person 
under circumstances in which he knows or should know that his conduct is 
likely to cause affront or alarm. 

Section 1001-1600 ACCOSTING AND SOLICITING; PROSTITUTION; RE- 
LATED OFFENSES. A person commits the offense of accosting and solicit- 
ing if he she invites another person, in any public place or in or from any 
building or vehicle by words, gesture or any other means, to do any lewd or 
immoral act or act of moral perversion. 

Section 1001-1601 A person commits the offense of prostitution if he-she 
engages in or agrees or offers to engage in, sexual conduct with another 
person in return for a fee 

^Section 1001-1602 A person commits the offense of patronizing a prostitute 
A. Pursuant to a prior understanding a fee is paid to another as compensa- 


tion for engaging in or having a third person engage in sexual conduct. 

B A fee is paid or agreed to be paid to another person in understanding that 
in return that person, or a third person will engage in sexual conduct 

C. There is a solicitation or request made to another person to engage in 
sexual conduct in return for a fee. 

Section 1001-1603 A person commits the offense of permitting prostitution if. 
having possession or control of premises that he knows are being used for 
prostitution, he fails to make reasonable efforts to halt or abate such use 
Section 1001-1700 ILLEGAL POSSESSION OF ALCOHOLIC LIQ UOR. A 
person commits the offense of illegal possession of alcoholic liquor if: 

A. He knowlingly possesses any alcoholic liquor on any premises or in any 
building owned by or under the control of the School District of the Citv of 
Romulus. 

B. Being under the age of Twenty-one (21) years, he knowingly purchases, 
possesses or transports any alcoholic liquor, except in the course of employ- 
ment as an employee of a licensee of the State Liquor Control Commission 

Section 1001-1800 FURNISHING ALCOHOLIC LIQUOR TO A MINOR. A 
person commits the offense of furnishing alcoholic liquor to a minor if he 
furnishes or gives any alcoholic beverage to a person under the age of Twenty- 
one (21) years, except upon authority of and pursuant to a prescription of a 
duly licensed physician. 

Section 1001-1900 OPEN ALCOHOLIC LIQUOR IN VEHICLE. A person 
commits the offense of open alcoholic liquor in a vehicle if he transports or 
possesses any alcoholic liquor in a container which is open, uncapped or upon 
which the seal is broken, within the passenger compartment of a vehicle on 
the streets of this municipality or any other place open to the general public 
including any area designated for the parking of motor vehicles If the vehicle 
does not have a trunk or compartment separate from the passenger compart- 
ment, a container which is open, uncapped, or upon which the seal is broken 
shall be encased or enclosed. This section shall not apply to any chartered 
passenger vehicle licensed by the Michigan Public Service Commission 
Section 1001-2000 RENDERING A FALSE ALARM. A person commits the 
offense of rendering a false alarm if he knowingly causes a false alarm of fire 
or other emergency to be transmitted to or within a fire department or any 
other government agency that deals with emergencies involving danger to 
life or property. 

Section 1001-2100 FALSE REPORTING TO LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFI- 
CIALS. A person commits the offense of false reporting to law enforcement 
officials if he . 

A. Makes a report or intentionally causes the transmission of a report to law 
enforcement authorities of a crime or other incident within their concern 
when he knows that it did not occur; or 
B Makes a report or purposely causes the transmission of a report to law 
enforcement authorities pretending to furnish information relating to a crime 
or other incident within their concern when he knows that he has no such 
information. 

Section 1001-2200 IMPERSONATING A PEACE OFFICER. A person com- 
mits the offense of impersonating a peace officer if he falsely pretends to be a 
peace officer and does an act in that capacity. 

Section 1001-2300 INTERFERENCE WITH A PEACE OFFICER A person 
commits the offense of obstructing a peace officer if, by using or threatening 
to use. violence, force or physical interference or obstacle, he intentionally 
obstructs, impairs, or hinders the enforcement of the criminal laws or city 
ordinances, or the preservation of the peace by a peace officer acting under 
color of his official authority. 

Section 1001-2400 RESISTING ARREST. A person commits the offense of 
resisting arrest if he intentionally prevents or attempts to prevent a peace 
officer, acting under color of his official authority, from affecting an arrest of 
the actor or another, by; 

A. Using or threatening to use physical force or violence against the peace 
officer or another; or 

B Using any other means creating a substantial risk of causing physical 
injury to the peace officer or another. 

Section 1001-2500 PENALTIES. A person who commits any of the foregoing 
offenses shall be subject to a fine of not more than Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) or to imprisonment for not more than ninety (90) days, or to both 
such fine and such imprisonment in the discretion of the court. 

Section 1001-2600 SEPARABILITY If any section, subsection, clause, 
phrase or portion of this ordinance is for any reason held invalid or unconstitu- 
tional by any court of competent jurisdiction, such portion shall be deemed a 
separate, distinct and independent portion of this ordinance, and such holding 
shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of this ordinance 
Section 1001-2700 REPEAL AND SAVING CLAUSE The Omnibus Penal 
Code is hereby repealed. Provided, that all prosecutions for acts occuring 
prior to the effective date of this ordinance are hereby expressly saved, and 
all such prosecutions shall be consummated. 

Section 1001-2800 EFFECTIVE DATE. This ordinance shall take effect 
immediately upon publication.

WHEREAS: The City of Romulus deems it in the best interest of the City* 
and its citizens to amend the Sign Ordinance of the City of 
Romulus 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SECTION 301.2-100 Short Title: Sign Ordinance Amendment 
SECTION 301 .2-200 Chapter 301 , Section 7.08. subsection a is hereby repealed 
and in its place, the following is adopted: 

(a) Area and'Height Limitations. No bill boards may be 
erected or maintained having a greater surface area 
than three hundred (300) square feet, except that bill- 
boards which are adjacent to or visible from an interstate 
may be erected or maintained with a surface area of 
seven hundred (700) square feet. Zoning Board of 
Appeals may not approve any billboard with surface area 
over twelve hundred (1200) square feet . No billboard may 
be erected to height greater than the height for the zoning 
district in which it is to be erected as per Section 19.00 and 
19.01 of Chapter IV, Article 1 of the Romulus Code of 
Ordinances. 

SECTION 301.2-300 Chapter 301, Section 7.08. subsection (b) is hereby re- 
pealed and a new Section 7.08, subsection (b) is adopted 
to read as follows: 

(b) Location. Billboards and outdoor advertising display 
signs may be located in C-2, M-l and M-2 Zoning Dis- 
tricts. No billboard or outdoor advertising display sign 
may be erected or maintained within five hundred (500) 
feet of any public park, recreation ground, public re- 
servation. school or church, nor within fifty (50) feet of 
street lines at any street intersection All billboards and 
outdoor advertising display signs shall observe setbacks - 
as required by respective zoning districts.

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Spice up your 
summer with 
juicy barbeque 


By LINDA ST. THOMAS 

Summer just wouldn’t be summer — at least not in 
Romulus and America — without barbeque 
'•Sitting around eating ribs or chicken coated with a 
tangy sauce and cooked over an open fire is my idea of 
a perfect night barbeque expert W J Strickland 
says His 20 year- experience behind the grill recently 
earned him a spot at the Smithsonian’s 15th annual 
Festival of American Folklife where he cooked ribs 
from 5am to 7 p m daily for two weeks. 

Say you’re cooking up some barbeque in your back- 
yard What's the first thing to do ’ Work on that critical 
element . the fire If it s just charcoal . use only 10 or 12 
coals and wait until they begin to turn ash white before 
putting the meat on. Price says For a lighter flavor 
and a great aroma you may use hickory and oak chips 
with a smaller amount of charcoal. 

Either way. the experts agree, it lakes at least 40 
minutes for the charcoal, or the coal and wood com- 
bination. to be iust right ’ for the meat Too many 
people rush this process and put meat over cold char- 
coals or over flames charring the outside and leaving 
uncooked pork or chicken inside 
“The quality of meat is important in a barbeque,” 
Strickland says You can t just cook any old fatty 
meat and expect it to taste great with sauce.” He and 
Price prefer three-down l ibs, that is, slabs of spare 
ribs that weight 3 pounds or less. (The larger slabs, for 
example. 5 and fi pounds have tougher meat with 
more fat) The ribs are cooked for an hour to an hour- 
and-a-half and the large pieces of chicken (broilers or 
fryers) should stay on the grill about an hour 
Knowing precisely when the meat is do ne is a tricky 
business ; sometimes it s just a question off experience. 
But in the meantime, novice cookers may test by in- 
serting a sharp knife into the meat to be sure it s not 
pink. 

If you have good me^t there s no need to marinate it 
overnight. The only thing you might want l o do before 
cooking. Price recommends, is to trim some of the fat 
from the back of the ribs 

Now, about that barbeque sauce. First of all, in 
many Southern families the recipe is a secret, passed 
down from grandfather to father to son. with some 
modifications along the way It can be tomato-based, 
vinegar-based, mustard-based, chili-flavored and 
even flavored with fruit or honey There’s no one au- 
thentic Southern-style barbeque sauce, so it's fine to 
disagree over the best recipe 
Most old-time barbequers in the South do agree as to 
when to brush the secret” sauce onto the meat — 
approximately five to 10 minutes before it’s d one. Of 
course, you must turn the meat several times aller the 
sauce has been brushed on both sides. If you cook meat 
for the full hour or so with barbeque sauce on it. the 
sauce turns black and has that burned flavor instead 
of a nice taugy taste, Price adds. He has tried all funds 
of sauces but now sticks to his grandfather ’s recipe. 

For many women, perhaps the best part of these 
cookouts is the fact that husbands who steadfastly 
refuse to prepare meals in the kitchen become barbe- 
que gourmets during the summertime, branching out 
from the traditional hamburgers-and-hot-dogs to bar- 
beque sauces on chicken and ribs. 

“It's relaxing for me to come home from work and 
start to cook outdoors . ’ ’ says Strickland . who began by 
watching his father do barbeques. It ’s only too bad 
more people don’t teach theif children to barbeque. 
It’s a fun way to teach them how to cook.” 

Now, what dtAou serve with the ribs and chicken ? 
For a complete Southern meal try potato salad, baked 
beans, corn on the cob, hot bread or rolls and a simple 
fruit pie, say peach or strawberry 

BARBEQUE 

One recipe for barbeque sauce 
used at the 1 981 Smithsonian Festival 
of American Folklife was not a secret: 

BARBEQUE SAUCE (2 QUARTS) 

3 chickens halved or several three-down 
ribs ' 

2 tablespoons minced onion 
2 tablespoons soy or Teriyaki sauce 

1 tablespoon vinegar 

2 tablespoons minced garlic 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon basil leaves 
1 teaspoon black pepper 

1 teaspoon dry mustard 

2 cups catsup 
Vi cup beer 
Va cup lemon juice 
Va cup olive oil 

Mix all sauce ingredients in a 
2-uuart saucepan and bring to a 
boil. Reduce heat and simmer ab- 
out 1ft minutes. When the meat is 
just about done, brush sauce on 
and turn. Repeat several times 
for five or 1ft minutes. Remaining 
sauce may be healed and served 
on the side.
